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Presid ent Asks Nation 
To Strive for Peace 


Summons Countrymen 
Lest World Slip 
Into War of H-Bombs 


Sixth Rabies Case 
Reported in County 


ATLANTIC CITY (^—President 
Eisenhower summoned his country ­ 
men today to strive faithfully for 
“ a firm and just and durable 
peace” lest the world slip into its 
other alternative — “ terror and 
death” through H-bomb warfare. 
And. while the path to peace is 
followed 
slowly and tortuously ,” 
he said, ‘‘we and our friends in 
the free world must build, main­ 
tain and pay for a military might 
assuring us reasonable safety from 
sttsck.” 
Eisenhower addressed a church- 
women’s assembly and, in broad 
outline, sketched the world 
situa­ 
tion as he sees it and the course 
to be followed if the world 
is to 
av ert the threat of ‘‘sudden and 
mass destruction, erasure of cities, 
windrows of unidentified dead, the 
possible doom of every nation and 
society ” 
Russia Stockpiles 
On the one hand, he said, Russia 
—the my steries of the atom known 
to her—is increasing its stockpiles 
of destructive weapons “ compelled 
by its purpose of world domina­ 
tion.” 
On the other hand, the free 
world, with “ unbreakable will to 
preserv e its freedom and security ,” 
is "forced to concentrate on build­ 
ing such stores of armaments as 
can deter any attack . . . ” 
‘In this situation, “ y ou and I 
—ev ery person of faith every where 
—must with persistence work to­ 
wards that enlightenment of the 
world’s peoples which alone can 
show us the way to lasting and 
full peace.” 
The President said a just and 
durable p e a c e could not be 
achiev ed “ suddenly by force, by 
edict, or by treaty ” nor y et be 
won by “ dark threats or glittering 
slogans.” 
Along with maintaining the mili­ 
tary might for reasonable security , 
he named these as among “ the 
grand labors” to be performed for 
peace: 
“ We must seek to know and 
respond to the legitimate aspira­ 
tions and hopes of all peoples. 
"We must arrange trade sy s­ 
tems that will provide each with 
the necessaries of life and oppor­ 
tunity for self-advancement. 
“ We must seek to understand 
and resolve age-old prejudices, am­ 
bitions and hatreds that scar great 
parts of the whole world. 
“ We must provide machinery 
and techniques to encourage that 
peaceful communication and mu­ 
tual confidence which alone can 
finally lift the burden of arms from 
the backs of men.” 
Restates Some Aims 
Eisenhower made the address an 
occasion to for restating some of 
his domestic aims. 
He' called on citizens to strive 
that their communities may be able 
to say there are no slums and 
“ here there is true equality of 
opportunity .” 
He touched also on the subject 
of schools, libraries and the clergy 
—matters that have been much in 
the news 
through 
congressional 
investigations. 
The President said citizens should 
striv e so that they and their neigh­ 
bors can say : 
“ Here our teachers, loy al citi­ 
zens of their free country , enjoy 
true freedom of thought, untram­ 
melled by political fashion or ex ­ 
pediency . 
“ Here our libraries contain ev ­ 
ery thing that can add to man’s en­ 
lightenment and understanding — 
respecting common decency but 
disdaining any other censorship. 
“ Here our ministers and Sunday 
school teachers command the re­ 
spect that they so justly earn in 
teaching our sons and our daugh­ 
ters the love of God.” 
When Eisenhower spoke of the 
threat of atomic war, and “ wea 
pons of inconceivable power he 
observed that long-range planes 
could bring it to American homes. 
He went on to depict the mass 
destruction there might be in the 
world.

And in the last 10 years the 
cost of maintaining the post offices 
has risen 98.5 per cent, with much 
of the hike due to the increased 
I mail volume. 
Taylor said the post office em­ 
ployés here are conscious of the 
needs, render extra services when­ 
ever possible and that any qualified 
person can make a conducted tour 
of the facilities. 
He said it is not the machines 
or building s, but the people who 
make the postal departm ent a 
g reat working org anization. 
In the movies shewn last nig ht 
it was pointed out that 20 million 
pieces of mail yearly g o to the 
dead letter office because of in­ 
complete addresses. The post of­ 
fice department employs a half 
million persons, owns 17 .000 vehicle 
and delivers 160 million pieces of 
mail daily.

Recent History Shows !Press Freed om 
Easily Lost; Not Easily Reg ained

An American newspaper is a modern miracle in a country 
full of miracles. 
Millions of dollars and thousands of manhours are spent to 
g ather and comnile the material and print just one copy of your 
morning , evening or Sunday newspaper which is delivered to 
your door for just a few cents. 
Because of modern advertising techniques, which provide 
most of the revenue, and modern hig hspeed printing presses, 
which print thousands of copies an hour, you and your neig hbor 
can read about in Washing ton, the state Capitol, your local 
neig hborhood—or London, Paris, Moscow, Tokyo—within a few 
minutes after they transpire. 
Because of this, most Americans like to picture themselves 
as the best informed people in the world, which they are. But 
few of them g ive little thoug h! to how they happen to be so 
fortunate and most of the rest of the world so unfortunate. They 
sort of take their freedoms, including their free press, for 
g ranted as something they have always had and always will 
have. 
A slig ht review of recent history will show that freedom 
is something easily lost and not so easily rewon. It is something 
to fig ht for continually. It requires eternal vig ilance ag ainst 
encroachments of all kinds. A truly free press is always in the 
forefront of those battles, but the press alone cannot cause free­ 
dom to survive. It calls for an informed public which is ever- 
alert to threats to its freedoms and ever-eag er to fig ht for its 
rig hts. 
History shows us that freedom is lost whenever a free 
press is lost. Would-be dictators cannot stand the full g lare of 
publicity—they cannot tolerate tru*h. Their first attack is on 
the press and once that is captured or made subservient other 
freedoms quickly fall. 
It was only a short 20 years ag o that Adolf Hitler became 
Chancellor of Germany and quickly broug ht that once Dem­ 
ocratic country under his thumb by taking over all communica­ 
tions including the press and substituting propag anda for truth 
in the news. Mussolini had already shown the technique to be 
successful. The Japanese warlords soon copied Hitler and 
Mussolini. 
After nationalizing formerly independent news ag encies 
and turning them into propag anda bureaus so that the people had 
no opportunity to learn the truth, these three nations started on 
a campaig n of world conquest which broug ht on World War II. 
Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo would not have been able to lead 
their nations so easily down the road .to war if their people had 
known the truth—if they had enjoyed an informed press so that 
there could have been an informed people. 
Since that war we have witnessed the power of propag anda, 
as opposed to truth, in leading another nation, Russia, into acts 
of ag g ression. For more than 30 years the people of Russia 
have been spoon-fed a diet of doctored information by a g ov­ 
ernment-controlled press. They have been told only what their 
masters in the Kremlin have deemed it wise and necessary to 
tell them without reg ard for truth. The people of Russia have 
not had an informed press and as a result they are not an 
informed people. 
It could happen here! Censorship and the suppression of 
news has been contrary to our national policy since the adop­ 
tion of the Bill of Rig hts, more than 150 years ag o. But hardly 
a day passes when there is not some attempt by a petty g overn­ 
ment official to withhold information about public affairs which 
rig htly belong s to the people. Censorship beg ets censorship. 
Once it is permitted to flourish it is difficult to wipe out. That 
is why the press of this country is continually alert to challeng e 
the official who has presumed to have the authority to decide 
what the people shall know of their own affairs. 
An “informed people” is one that has access to the necessary 
information in order to be able to form its own opinion and 
manag e its own affairs. That is the hallmark of our way of 
life. An “informed press” is a free press, which continually 
strives to g ive its readers the truth —all the facts possible about 
issues which may affect their present and future lives. 
The American people will remain an informed people as 
long as they have a free press. And they will have a free press 
only as long as they want it, cherish it and tig ht for it ag ainst 
all encroachments. Once they fail to do this, purposely or by 
default, they will have lost the keystone to all their liberties 
which then will disappear one by one.

1» , the death rate among boy s 
rises from 0.6 4 to 1.31 per 1,000; 
while among g irls it increases from 
0.37 to only 0.56 per 1,000. 
The chance of accidental death 
rises steadily throug h the teen-ag e 
period, but the hazard is much 
g reater for boy s than for g irls. 
Thus in 19 50-19 52, the death rate 
from accidents for g irls doubled 
from ag es 13-14 to 18 -19 y ears, 
when it reached 14.7 per 100,000; 
the death rate for boy s almost 
tripled over the same ag e ran'g e, 
reaching a level of 85.7 per 100,- 
000 at 18 -19 . 
Motor vehicle accidents are the 
leading cause of accidental death 
among teen-ag ers, and increase 
rapidly in relative importance dur­ 
ing this period of life.

School Board President 
Points Out Steps Taken 
For School Fire Safety 


Fire Prevention Week, which of­ 
ficially began yesterday, according 
to L. M. Standley, president of the 
Board of Education, should be of 
particular interest to not only par­ 
ents of school age children but 
to their teachers as well. 
“As soon as the school year 
opens,” Standley said this morn­ 
ing, “literally thousands of chil­ 
dren are turned over to the teach­ 
ers in the public schools for edu­ 
cation but the teachers are charged 
with more than just teaching their 
pupils. From the time the children 
step onto the school grounds their 
physical safety is the responsibili­ 
ty of the teachers and we, in the 
Sikeston school system, are deter­ 
mined that nothing Will be left un­ 
done which should be done to in­ 
sure the complete safety of our 
children under all conditions. 
“One of the biggest and most 
constant hazards, especially in the 
colder months, is the ever present 
danger of fire. No m atter how well 
our school buildings may be con­ 
structed—no m atter how carefully 
our heating systems are main­ 
tained and no m atter how vigilant 
our employes may be there is al­ 
ways the possibility that a mo­ 
ment of carelessness may permit 
a fire to start. 
“Fortunately our buildings are 
so constructed that the children 
can be gotten out quickly and in 
perfect safety in the event of fire 
provided they have been drilled 
in what to do when the fire alarm 
sounds in the building. 
“The only thing we feel we have 
to fear is panic among the young­ 
sters and panic can be controlled 
if the children know they can reach 
safety in a few seconds if they will 
march out in an orderly manner. 
To make vacating the classrooms 
such a m atter of habit and routine 
that the children will do it auto­ 
matically when called upon to do 
so we conduct fire drills at un­ 
expected intervals and without ex­ 
ception the pupils in all our schools 
seem to have m astered the routine 
of a quick and orderly exit.

ATLANTIC CITY iJV-President 
Eisenhower sum m oned his country­ 
m en today to strive faithfully for 
“ a 
firm 
and 
just 
and 
durable 
p e a c e ” lest the world slip into its 
other alternative — “ te rro r and 
d e a th ” through H-bomb w arfare. 
And. while the path to peace is 
followed ‘slowly and tortuously.” 
he said, ‘‘we and our friends in 
the free world m ust build, m ain­ 
tain and pay for a m ilitary might 
assuring us reasonable safety from 
attack.” 
Eisenhower addressed a church- 
w om en’s assem bly and, in broad 
outline, sketched the world situa­ 
tion as he sees it and the course 
to be followed if the world is to 
avert the th reat of ‘‘sudden and 
m ass destruction, erasure of cities, 
windrows of unidentified dead, the 
possible doom of every nation and 
society” 
Russia Stockpiles 
On the one hana, he said. Russia 
—the m ysteries of the atom known 
to her—is increasing its stockpiles 
of destructive weapons “compelled 
by its purpose of world domina­ 
tion.” 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 
free 
world, with “ unbreakable will to 
preserve its freedom and security,” 
is "forced to concentrate on build­ 
ing such stores of arm am ents as 
can deter any attack . . .” 
‘In this situation, “you and I 
—every person of faith everywhere 
—m ust with persistence work to­ 
wards that enlightenm ent of the 
w orld’s peoples which alone can 
show us the way to lasting and 
full peace.” 
The President said a just and 
durable p e a c e could not be 
achieved “ suddenly by force, by 
edict, or by treaty” nor yet be 
won by “dark threats or glittering 
slogans.” 
Along with m aintaining the mili­ 
tary might for reasonable security, 
he nam ed these as am ong “ the 
grand labors” to be perform ed for 
peace: 
“We m ust seek 
to know and 
respond to the legitim ate aspira­

and techniques to encourage that 
peaceful com m unication and m u­ 
tual confidence which alone can 
finally lift the burden of a rm s from 
the backs of m en.” 
R estates Some Aim s 
Eisenhower m ade the address an 
occasion to for restating some of 
his domestic aims. 
He' called on citizens to strive 
th a t their com m unities m ay be able 
to say there are no slum s and 
“ here there is true equality of 
opportunity.” 
He touched also on the subject 
of schools, libraries and the clergy 
—m atters that have been much in 
the 
news 
through 
congressional 
investigations. 
The President said citizens should 
strive so th at they and their neigh­ 
bors can say: 
“ Here our teachers, loyal citi­ 
zens of their free country, enjoy 
tru e freedom of thought, untram ­ 
m elled by political fashion or ex­ 
pediency. 
“ H ere our libraries contain ev­ 
erything that can add to m a n ’s en­ 
lightenm ent and understanding — 
respecting 
com m on decency but 
disdaining any other censorship. 
"Here our m inisters and Sunday 
school teachers com m and the re­ 
spect that they so justly earn in 
teaching our sons and our daugh­ 
ters the love of God.” 
When Eisenhower spoke of the 
threat of atom ic war, and “ wea­ 
pons of inconceivable power he 
observed 
that 
long-range 
planes 
could bring it to Am erican homes. 
He went on to depict the m ass 
destruction there might be in the 
world.

Easily Lost; Hot Easily Regained

An Am erican new spaper is a m odern m iracle in a country 
full of m ira.les. 
Millions of dollars and thousands of m anhours are spent to 
gather and compile the n. iteiial and print just one cnov of your 
m orning, evening oi Sunday new spaper which is delivered to 
your door for just a few cents. 
Because of m odern advertising techniques, w hich provide 
most of the revenue, and modern highspeed printing presses, 
which print thousands of copies an hour, you and your neighbor 
can read about in W ashington, the state Capitol, your local 
neighborhood— or London, Paris, Moscow, Tokyo— w ithin a few 
m inutes after they transpire. 
Because of this, most A m ericans like to picture themselves 
as the best inform ed people in the world, which they aie. Rut 
few of them give little thought to how they happen to be so 
fortunate and most of the rest of the w orld so unfortunate. They 
sort of take their freedoms, including their free press, for 
granted as som ething they have alw ays had and always will 
have. 
A slight review of recent history will show that freedom 
is som ething easily lost and not so easily rewon. It is something 
to fight for continually. It requires eternal vigilance against 
encroachm ents of all kinds. A truly free press is alw ays in the 
forefront of those battles, but the press alone cannot cause free­ 
dom to survive. It calls for an inform ed public which is ever- 
alert to threats to its freedom s and ev er-eag er to fight for its 
rights. 
H istory shows us that freedom is lost w henever a free 
press is lost. W ould-be dictators cannot stand the full glare of 
publicity— they cannot tolerate tr u ’h. T heir first attack is on 
the press and once that is captured or m ade subservient other 
freedom s quickly fall. 
It w as only a short 20 years ago that Adolf H itler became 
C hancellor of G erm any and quickly brought that once Dem ­ 
ocratic country under his thum b by taking over all com m unica­ 
tions including the press and substituting propaganda for truth 
in the news.

Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo would not have been able to lead 
their nations so easily down the road .to w a r if their people had 
know n the tru th —if they had enjoyed an inform ed press so that 
there could have been an inform ed people. 
Since that w ar we have witnessed the pow er of propaganda, 
as opposed to truth, in leading another nation, Russia, into acts 
of aggression. For m ore than 30 years the people of Russia 
have been spoon-fed a diet of doctored inform ation by a gov­ 
ernm ent-controlled press. They have been told only w hat their 
m asters in the K rem lin have deem ed it wise and necessary to 
tell them w ithout regard ior truth. T he people of Russia have 
not had an inform ed press and as a result they are not an 
inform ed people. 
It could happen here! C ensorship and the suppression of 
news has been contrary to our national policy since the adop­ 
tion of the Bill of Rights, m ore th an 150 years ago. But h ard ly 
a day passes w hen th ere is not some attem pt by a petty govern­ 
m ent official to w ithhold inform ation about public affairs which 
rightly belongs to the people. Censorship begets censorship. 
Once it is p erm itted to flourish it is difficult to wipe out. T h at 
is w hy the press of this country is continually alert to challenge 
the official who has presum ed to h av e th e authority to decide 
w hat the people shall know of th eir ow n affairs. 
An ‘‘inform ed people” is one th at has access to the necessary 
inform ation in order to be able to form its ow n opinion and 
m anage its own affairs. T h at is th e hallm ark of ou r w ay of 
life. An “inform ed press” is a free press, which continually 
strives to give its readers the tr u th — all the fact, possible about 
issues w hich m ay affect their present and future lives. 
The A m erican people will rem ain an inform ed people as 
long as they have a free press. And they will have a free press 
only as long as they w an t it, cherish it and fight for it against 
all encroachm ents. Once they fail to do this, purposely or by 
default, they will h ave lost the keystone to ail their liberties 
w hich then will disappear one by one.

Easily Los!; Not Easily Regained

An American new spaper is a m odern m iracle in a country 
full of miracles. 
Millions of dollars and thousands of m anhours are spent to 
gather and compile the m aterial and p rint just one copy of your 
m orning, evening or Sunday new spaper w hich is delivered to 
your door for just a few' cents. 
Because of modern advertising techniques, which provide 
most of the revenue, and modern highspeed printing presses, 
which print thousands of copies an hour, you and your neighbor 
can read about in W ashington, the state Capitol, your local 
neighborhood—or London, Paris, Moscow, Tokyo—w ithin a few 
m inutes after they transpire. 
Because of this, most A m ericans like to picture them selves 
as the best inform ed people in the world, which they ait*. But 
few of them give little thought to how they happen to be so 
fortunate and most of the rest of the world so unfortunate. They 
sort of take their freedoms, including their free press, for 
granted us something they have alw ays had and alw ays will 
have. 
A slight review of recent history will show th at freedom 
is som ething easily lost and not so easily rewon. It is som ething 
to fight for continually. It requires eternal vigilance against 
encroachm ents of all kinds. A truly free press is alw ays in the 
forefront of those battles, but the press alone cannot cause free­ 
dom to survive. It calls for an inform ed public which is ever- 
alert to threats to its freedom s and ever-eager to fight for its 
rights. 
History show's us that freedom is lost w henever a free 
press is lost. W ould-be dictators cannot stand the full glare of 
publicity—they cannot tolerate tru*h. T heir first attack is on 
the press and once that is captured or m ade subservient other 
freedom s quickly fall. 
It was only a short 20 years ago that Adolf H itler became 
Chancellor of Germ any and quickly brought that once Dem­ 
ocratic country under his thum b by taking over all com m unica­ 
tions including the press and substituting propaganda for truth 
in the new's. Mussolini had already shown the technique to be 
successful. The Japanese w arlords soon copied 
H itler and 
Mussolini. 
A fter nationalizing form erly independent new's agencies 
and turning them into propaganda bureaus so that the people had 
no opportunity to learn the truth, these three nations started on 
a cam paign of w'orld conquest which brought on W orld W ar II. 
H itler, Mussolini and Tojo would not have been able to lead 
their nations so easily down the road .to wfar if their people had 
know n the tru th —if they had enjoyed an inform ed press so that 
there could have been an inform ed people. 
Since that wjar we have w itnessed the power of propaganda, 
as opposed to truth, in leading another nation, Russia, into acts 
of aggression. For more than 30 years the people of Russia 
have been spoon-fed a diet of doctored inform ation by a gov­ 
ernm ent-controlled press. They have been told only w hat their 
m asters in the K rem lin have deem ed it wise and necessary to 
tell them w ithout regard for truth. The people of Russia have 
not had an inform ed press and as a result they are not an 
inform ed people. 
It could happen here! Censorship and the suppression of 
news has been contrary to our national policy since the adop­ 
tion of the Bill of Rights, more than 150 years ago. But hardly 
a day passes when there is not some attem pt by a petty govern­ 
m ent official to w ithhold inform ation about public affairs which 
rightly belongs to the people. Censorship begets censorship. 
Once it is perm itted to flourish it is difficult to w ipe out. T hat 
is why the press of this country is continually alert to challenge 
the official who has presum ed to have the authority to decide 
w hat the people shall know of their own affairs. 
An “inform ed people” is one th at has access to the necessary 
inform ation in order to be able to form its own opinion and 
m anage its own affairs. T hat is th e hallm ark of our w ay of 
life. An “inform ed press” is a free press, which continually 
strives to give its readers the tru th —all the facts possible about 
issues which m ay affect their present and future lives. 
The Am erican people will rem ain an informed people as 
long as they have a free press. And they wall have a free press 
only as long as they w ant it, cherish it and fight for it against 
all encroachm ents. Once they fail to do this, purposely or by 
default, they will have lost the keystone to all their liberties 
w'hich then will disappear one by one.

The secret was in volume.

while among girls it increases from 
0.37 to only 0.56 per 1,000. 
The chance of accidental death 
rises steadily through the teen-age 
period, but the hazard is much 
greater for boys than for girls. 
Thus in 1950-1952, the death rale 
from accidents for girls doubled 
from ages 13-14 to 18-19 years, 
when it reached 14.7 per 100,000: 
the death rate for boys almost 
tripled over the same age ratigc. 
reaching a level of 85.7 per 100,- 
000 at 18-19. 
Motor vehicle accidents are the 
leading cause of accidental death 
among teen-agers, and 
increase 
rapidly in relative importance d u r­ 
ing this period of life. At ages 
18-19, motor vehicle fatalities ac­ 
counted for almost two thirds of 
all accidental deaths among boys, I 
and for about four fifths of those 
among girls.
